Wliat has Iwome of t!j-• old black 
aud white spoilt*! l»*lL..t'.uu dot:*, 
better kiiowu ns “coach dugs," that 
were so numerous amt popular 
throughout the l’lilted Htate* from 
18iiU to 1882 InclusiveT The breed ap¬ 
pears to have become extinct lu this 
country, baring, like the Newfound¬ 
land. which has shared the same fate, 
gone out of style and are no longer 
popular. These dogs were white In 
color and spotted over every part of 
the body with amall black apots the 
size of a dime. 

They wore first brought to England 
from the Austrian province of Dalma¬ 
tia. and are still popular to a certain 
extent in that country, from which the 
first specimens were brought to the 
United States shortly after the civil 
I war. One of the reasons why this dog 
disappeared so quickly was no doubt 
the fact that tie had no particular uae 
other than to pose as a showy animal 
and to trot along by one’s carriage or 
coach and attract attention by his 
atrlking color and markings. Aside 
from this the Dalmatian dog was com¬ 
pletely worthless. He could ueltber 
bunt, serve as a watchdog, catch rata 
fight, or do anything else that other 
dogs are capable of doing, and for this 
reason, no doubt, be died out.—Wash 
tngton Post.
